No m atter how futile may be its 
dem and for cash payment of the 
soldiers’ bonus, the arm y of protest 
will parade tonight. 
Leaders of the 
bonus arm y expect their ranks to 
embrace between 7.500 and 10.000 
men. 
All day long additional shock 
troops arrived 
to add to the host 
which tonight will present a parade 
protest.
